Upper Canada College, 



London, July 24.— The sitting of the 
House of Commons, which adjourned at 
-1 o'clock this morning, was remarkabl 
orderly except in the case of an indig 
nant speech by Mr. Edward Carson 
Conservative, who attacked the govern 
ment'a methods in regard to procedure 
with the Irish land bill. Mr. Carson 
remarks were very hitter. He charge 
the government with having systematic 
ally rejected the applications on the side 
of the Irish Land League and accepted 
those of the Home Rulers, and also ac- 
cused them of hanging their opponents 
for the sake of retaining office. 

Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour indignantly 
denied the correctness of the accusations 
made by Carsons. He declared that as 
a practical man he was obliged to con- 
sider what could and what could not he 
done. Unless there were fewer amend 
ments to the measure, he said, the pas- 
sage of the bill would be endangered 

After Mr. I?alfour"s reply to Mt. Car- 
son, most of the amendments which had 
been prepared by members were with- 
drawn. When the bill had passed the 
committee stage, Timothy M. Healy 
made a speech, in which he paid a high 
tribute to the industry displayed by Rt. 
Hon. Gerald Balfour, chief secretary for 
Ireland, in dealin gwith the measure. 

To-day Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, secretary of state for the colonies, 
said in reply "to a question by Mr. C. W. 
Wolff, Conservative member for East 
Belfast, that the Canadian government 
had protested against the refusal of the 
Home government to permit the estab- 
lishment of a wharf in Belfast to be de- 
voted to the landing of animals 
from foreign ports, thereby entirely 
forbidding the importation of Canadian 
cattle into Ireland. The government 
Mr. Chamberlain added, had given care- 
ful consideration to the problem, but he 
regretted that it was impossible to alter 
their decision to prohibit the establish- 
ment of such facilities for landing cattle. 

Mr, James O'Connor, anti-Parnellih 
member for West Wick low, asked that 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, lirst lord of the tie 
sury, advise Her Majesty the Queen t< 
pardon the Irish prisoners now under 
going imprisonment for treason upon 
the occasion of the sixtieth anniversary 
of her accession to the throne, which 
would occur on June 20, l.s(i7. 

Mr. Balfour replied that the time had 
not yet arrived for the consideration of 
what ought to he done upon the sixtieth 
anniversary of the beginning of the 
Queen's reign. 



LTJNDY'S LAKE.

This is the first year that the celebration 
has not taken place at the battlefield in 
the village of Niagara Falls South. The 
Lundy's Lane Historical Society, in con- 
junction with the Thorold and Niagara 
historical societies, have charge of the 
trrangementB. It was decided after the 
innual celebration last year to have 
the celebrations hereafter 
places instead of at the scene of the 
battle. Old Fort Krie is rich in historic 
interest. The scene of a fierce battle, 
commanding an unrivalled view from 
its position on the Canadian frontier, it 
was selected us the place for this year's 
celebration. Small sums were granted

CHRISTIANS IN CRETE. 

Quiet Restored -Tacts Regarding the Recent 
Panic— It Wns Only a Brawl. 

Caxea, Crete, July 24. — A thorough 
investigation on the spot from th» evi- 
dences of eye-witnesses of the events 
that occurred here on Saturday reduces 
the story to the following facts: On 
.Saturday morning a Turkish bengaseiote 
rushed with a drawn knife into a cafe 
usually frequented by Christians. 
Those who were present fled, 
and their shouts and cries raised a 
panic. The Turkish soldiers and gend- 
armes at once stood to their arms to pre- 
serve order. One Albanian gendarme 
seized the black bengaseiote and said 
that he would shoot him down unless he 
put away his knife and kept quiet, at 
the same time placing the man under 
arrest. 

I luring the panic a few shots were fired, 
no one knows exactly how many or by 
whom. Only one of these took effect. 
This poor old man, a Turk, was the only 
victim of the events of Saturday, no one 
else being even wounded. There were 
several rumors of Christian's houses be- 
ing marked out for vengeance, but of 
this there iB absolutely no evidence 
obtainable. 

The situation at present is that of per- 
fect quiet and Turkish soldiers patrol the 
streets ready to give their protection to 
Christian and Moslem ali ke. The under 
governor of Crete, Hassan Pasha, was 
among the first to appear on the scene 
on Saturday, and by his calm attitude 
restored confidence and prevented the 
brawl from asBuminggfeater proportions. 
Governor Georgi Pasha is a Christian, 
and commands the implicit respect of 
all classes of the population, it seems 
to be pretty well settled that the Greek 
government is aiding and abetting the 
Cretans and is keeping many Greek 
islands in a state of chaos. The affair 
would never have occurred had it not 
been for the unaccountable and, 
under the circumstances, criminal 
indiscretion of the Christian po- 
lice officer who, without the slight- 
est foundation, spread the wild report 
that native Mussulmans had been pro- 
vided with ammunition that morning. 
The policeman ran off, but was subse- 
quently arrested, the governor sending 
him away from the inland in an Austrian 
steamer. 



Failing- to Agree With Manitoba 
Liberals Laurier Looks to 
Sir Donald Smith. 



Policy to He Found for To-Day's 
ITeeting— Change in the Que- 
bec Leadership.

Services— A Hough Journey 
—Dangers of Travel. 



Claim Nomenclature— Experiences of 
Wanita— Mail and Telegraphic 
Service— New Mines. 



(Writteu for the Colonist.) 

Rossland, July 20. — The mail service 
to this new camp is creditable. Two 
clays only are required to bring a letter 
from Victoria via .Spokane. The service 
by way of Revelstoke is not so expedi- 
tious because of the delay consequent 
on the change from rail to steamer and 
back to rail again before the trip is ac- 
complished. Therefore all mail between 
Victoria and Kootenay should be and is 
dispatched by the American route. In 
a little while, after the 0. P. H. people 
shall have had a breathing spell from 
their expenditure of energy and lands 
in other directions and shall have built 
a connecting road from Revelstoke to 
Rossland, mails may be sent by that 
route with reasonable prospect of expe- 
ditious delivery. The telegraphic ser- 
vice is another thing entirely. The com- 
plaints that reach rue are loud and gen- 
eral. Delays are the rule — quick deliv- 
eries the exception. An instance is 
stated where a telegram, prepaid at some 
remote point, reached the sender at 
Nelson by mail I Would it have been 
better to cancel the dispatch and re- 
turn the money'.' Certainly not. The 
telegraph officials sent it by wire until 
a break occurred and then they wisely 
and thoughtfully availed themselves of 
the best means within their reach for 
further transmission. The growlers 
ought to bear in mind the roughness of 
the country, the lires that are destroy- 
ing all within their reach, the inaeces- 
siblity of the line to the repairers, and 
the remoteness of tne country traversed 
by the line from the most ordinary ap- 
pliances. When these circumstances 
are taken into consideration 1 am really 
surprised that there is any telegraphic 
communication |at all. In a little 
while the rough places will be smoothed 
and telegraphic communication with 
Kootenay will be as good as with any 
other part of the province. 

I nad not been many hours at Ross- 
land before 1 saw that the system of 
claim nomenclature should be altered to 
prevent confusion and protect the public, 
from fraud. It should be a first princi- 
ple of the Mineral Act that the adoption 
of a name by a company should be pa- 
tented to and for the benefit of that com- 
pany, and that any encroachment upon 
the patented right to use the name so 
adopted should be visited with a severe 
penalty. What could be more mislead- 
ing than the existence of two or more 
claims in the same camp bearing the 
same name? The moment a mine be- 
comes famous its title is sure to be ap- 
propriated by owners of some other and 
as yet undeveloped property, who will 
do theft under a guise of Hanky Panky 
No. 2 or Tipton Slasher No. 8, as the 
case may he. When the shares come to 
be sold the purchaser, who imagines he 
is investing in the genuine Hanky 
Panky or Tipton Slasher shares, finds to 
his dishearten men t and indignation 
that he has bought the No. 2 
or No. 3 extension of the original 
— an entirely different and altogether 
vorthlese property. No claim in the 
same camp should be recorded under a 
name that has been already adopted in 
a prior record. 

If there is a hotter place on the face of 
the earth than Wanita, a station on the 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway, I 
should like to be informed where it is 
so that I may caution the public to 
keep away from it. For seven hours 
one day recently, in company with sev 
eral other travellers, it was my ■ill-for- 
tune to be cooped up in that place, and 
was told the thermometer registered 107 
in the shade. If I had been told it 
registered 200 I would have believed it. 
I have been in some pretty " hot " 
places in the course of my life, but Wan- 
ita, on a sunny day in midsummer, 
with not a breath of air stirring, is an 
oven, with a tierce fire raging in the 
stove and the doors tight closed. The 
place is prettily situated at a point 
where the majestic Columbia receives 
into its broad bosom the waters of the 
turbulent Pen d'Oreille. Every article 
of clothing I had on soon became as 
moist as if 1 had been dipped 
in the stream. iiveryoue seem- 
ed exhausted in the glowing 
heat. The train was delayed long be- 
yond the regular time. Had the engine 
struck against locomotion on Buch a 
day? The flies ceased to buzz and 
gathered in clusters in shady corners, 
and the mosquitoes, although they 
alighted on hands and faces, did not 
bite. They were rendered innocuous 
by the intense warmth. Exertion was 
out of the question. Talking became a 
wearisome bore. Sleep would not come 
when wooed, and when at last the train 
rolled into the station there was a be- 
draggled panting and " dem'd moist" 
crowd that boarded it and besought the 
conductor to make as brief a stay as 
possible. 

The road from the railway tei minus to 
the town of Nelson is the roughest I ever 
rode over. The journey is about two 
miles and is made in a stage, The con- 
dition of the road is positively unsafe. 
There are times when it would seem iih 
if the stage must lose its equilibrium and 
topple over with its freight of human 
beings and baggage. On such occasions 
the women scream on the side opposite 
to that on which the stage shows a dis- 
position to topple. After a few spas- 
modic jerks the danger is passed 
and the stage rolls on until 
f he next bad place is reached and 
the " ship " has to be again " trimmed " 
to avoid disaster. I was told that the 
Nelson it Port Sheppard Co. are anxious 
to build into Nelson, and that they are 
prevented from doinir so because of 
the propriety rights of the C.P.R. to the 
land. Some of these days a stago will go 
over; someone will be killed or maimed 
and then the embargo will bo raised. 

Mr. Corbin has surveyed and is about 
to build a line of railway from Northnort 
to Rossland, a distance of 15 miles. This 
will bring Kossland within Icsh than two 
dava of Victoria. It seems difficult to

realize that a trip which eight years ago 
required six weeks constant travelling 
will soon be accomplished in less than 
48 hours. 

In a previous letter I took accasion to 
compliment the interior hotels. The 
food is excellent and well prepared, the 
beds and rooms <dean, the tea unescep- 
able. But in the midst of so much that is 
praiseworthy, there exists no deficiency. 
The coffee served is execrable. Either 
it is not coffee, or if coffee, it is ao badly 
made as to lose its identity in the weak 
and tasteless solution that is put before 
guests. If hotel keepers would study 
their own interests they would always 
insure their guests a good eupof genuine 
coffee. Give less and poorer food if they 
will, and a good cup of coffee will cover 
many deficiencies and bring content- 
ment and happiness to the tired traveler 
and riches to the Kootenay landlord who 
shall be the first to reform in the break- 
fast beverage. 

As I write news has come in that there 
has been a rich strike in the City of Spo- 
kane, a Red Mountain property but re- 
cently acquired by the Horne-Payiio 
syndicate. As high as $60 to the ton has 
been obtained, it is said, and tho ore 
body iH large and increasing in size and 
quality. 

A very important addition to the list 
of shipping mines has been made within 
the past few days. The Crown Point, 
situated in theSouth Belt, is thenewap- 
plicant for smelting favors. The rock as- 
says about $30 to the ton, and from 12 to 20 
tons will be shipped daily to Trail 
Creek for treatment. It is claimed by 
miners that tho success ef tho Crown 
Point claim demonstrates the richness of 
I he South Belt, heretofore in doubt. 
Operations on the Centre Belt are being 
prosecuted night and day and the value 
of that section as an ore-producer will 
soon be known. 

The weather continues hot, the air is 
filled with Biuoke and bush lires are in 
progress everywhere, still prospectors 
are undeterred by the evidences of 
smoke and flame and numerous bands of 
horses laden with supplies and tools 
leave town daily for the distant hills.

Mr. Campbell left for 
Alberni yesterday. 

The ti-months-old child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Evans, whose house was burned 
ddwn on Monday evening, died vester- 
day. 

Frank Ingles worth, aged 24, member 
of the local artillery corps, died suddenly 
yesterday. 

The celebration committee met to- 
night. The subscription committee re- 
ported that there had been collected in 
one afternoon $2,005. It is expected the 
total receipts will reach $10,000. The 
Victoria and Westminster volunteers 
will be entertained by the local compan- 
ies as guests of the city. A liberal grunt 
will be made. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, July 24. — Salmon con- 
tinue very scarce and comparatively few 
fishermen are out. 

Forest fires are raging on Smnas 
mountain. Many settlers have been 
driven from their homes. Several houses 
and barns have been burned with many 
line stretches of timber. A fire started 
at Port Moody and is burning in the 
direction of Burnaby Lake. 

NANAIDIO. 

Nanaimo, July 24. — A. Dick, inspector 
of mines, left yesterday on an official 
visit to the Kootenay mining district 
He will report to the government, 

R. M. Palmer, inspector of fruit pests, 
has examined several orchards in the 
neighborhood and finds their condition 
fairly good, though the excessive drought 
has detrimentally affected man v. 

Government Bridge Inspector Rockett 
and a gang of men are engaged repairing 
the Nanaimo river bridge. Additional 
supports will bo put in at either end so 
as to ensure the safety of the bridge for 
a few years to come. 

The. bush fires in this immediate vi- 
cinity are practically out, but a heavy 
smoke hangs over the city and suburbs 
like a pall, making travelling very un- 
pleasant. 

Thos. C. Brainerd, president of the 
Hamilton Powder Company, who lias 
been visiting the works at Northfield, 
has returned east via San Francisco. 
The company propose to establish some 
improvements for the Baler handling of 
high explosives, and are also consider- 
ing the advisability of constructing a 
w harf of their own. 

.1. P. Schmidt, a prospector, lias re- 
corded five claims, situated about twelve 
miles above the Upper (Nanaimo) Lake. 
The ledge on one of these claims is -10 
feet wide, and a crushed sample of rock 
yielded 2H solors. No assays have yet 
been made. 

The farmers in Comox district are 
complaining bitterly of the extended 
drought and high scorching winds, 
which have almost destroyed all the 
growing crops of grain, vegetables and 
fruit. They fear that the harvest will 
bo a poor one, and still further intensify 
the prevailing hard times. It is doubt- 
ful if even copious showers of rain would 
now revive the scorched up vegetation.

Steamers of the N. Y. K. to Make 
Victoria Their First ami 
Final Port. 



The Four-Day Liner to Come— Ar 
rival of the Inbound 
" Taeoma." 



A prnminont Japanese in the city 
fitated, unauthoritively, yesterday that 
the new Oriental line of steamships 
which is to make Seattle its Western 
terminus— the Nippon Yusen Kaisha — 
will have Victoria as a port of call. This 
will make the fourth steamship connec- 
tion which Victoria will have with 
China and Japan, and is expected to add 
materially to the business of the port. 
It is the avowed intention of the new 
Japanese line to compete for Canadian 
trade as well as American, and to do 
fhiB it is essential that the vessels of the 
line should touch some Canadian port. 
This is what other lines have done, and 
Victoria being most conveniently situ- 
ated,' possesses the lirst right, and con- 
sequently has already more and better 
Oriental connections thai: any other city 
on the coast— in fact no other city on the 
coast has more than one line of Oriental 
steamships. This is probably the best 
and inoBt convincing indication of 
Victoria's lead in the rivalry for coast 
supremacy. 

THE " TACOMA " IN POKT. 

At noon yesterday the Northern Paci- 
fic steamship Taeoma, the second big 
Oriental Haer in port, this week, made 
fast to the outer wharf after an unevent- 
ful passage from Yokohama lasting since 
the 9th inst. She brought 216 tons of 
general freight for Victoria ; 2,800 tons, 
composed principally of flour and curios 
for Taeoma and overland points; 21 
saloon passengers ; three Chinese inter- 
mediates and 42 Chinese steerage for 
Taeoma; and 39 for Victoria. The 
saloon passengers were Rev. Mr. Wulker, 
a missionary from Foo Chow, who is re- 
turning to his home in Oregon ; Sanitary 
Inspector Jordan, from Shanghai, who is 
on a pleasure trip; Rev. 0. C. Goddard, 
who belonu's to the American mission 
at Shanghai, and who is accom- 
panied by his wife and child ; 
Rev. Mr. Pole, who with his wife 
and family is bound for Southampton ; 
Miss Williams, Miss E vine ton, daughter 
of Bishop Evington of Tokio, who is 
Beeking an American education, ami two 
Frenchmen named Saby and Revelle. 
One of the Chinese passengers is said to 
be a military attache of Li Hung Chang, 
who is en route to New York to join the 
great Chinese statesman. The Taeoma 
commenced discharging immediately 
after her arrival and will leave for the 
Sound early this morning. 

KOI! THE VERY FAR NORTH. 

The steamer Lakine will leave San 
Francisco for Taeoma next Tuesday, 
where she will lake on u full cargo of 
general merchandise and afterwards 
steam to St. Michaels, at the mouth of 
the Yukon river. The goods will be 
taken from there to the interior on a 
small river steamer. The North Ameri- 
can Transportation Company is sending 
the goods. Some time ago the steamer 
Portland touk up a cargo of the same 
kind. The little steamer T. 13. Weare 
was taken apart and loaded onlto the 
Portland, and when St. Michaels was 
reached the little steamer was put to- 
gether again and sent up the iiver. 

CIIAKOK OK OFFICERS. 

The San Francisco Call says: "There 
is a change on the City of Everett, not 
only in the agents but in the otlicers. J. 
Jerome, manager of the Saginaw Steel 
Steamship Company, will in future con- 
trol the movements of the whaleback 
and Capt. La Veige will relieve Capt. 
Bucknam, while Chief Engineer Sam- 
son will take the place of Chief Engineer 
Smith. All the other officers will re- 
main and the City of Everett will con- 
tinue to carry coal from Nanaimo for 
John Rosenfeld's Sons. Capt. Bucknam 
has been on the whaleback ever since 
she was launched and during his com- 
mand there hits never been an accident. 
He goes East to assume command of a 
Steamer on the lakes.'' 

MARINE NOTES. 

The new steamer built by Hall Bros, 
for the Sandwich island trade was 
launched at Port Blakeley Tuesday 
night. She is a fine vessel of about 1,- 
000 tons burden. She will be loaded 
with lumber end sailed down to San 
Francisco, where propelling machinery 
will be put in her. The frame of an- 
ther steamer of about 150 tons burden 
for Honolulu parties, is being raised by 
Hall Bros.

Freedom From the Domination of 
the Money Power Vigorously 
Demanded. 



St. Loris, July 24. — The sub-committee 
of twenty-five, the Populist committee on 
resolutions, was at work until midnight on 
the draft of a platform to be presented to 
the full committee. The preamble in ef- 
fect denounces the old parties, declaring 
that their politics have corrupted the legis- 
latures, brought the country to the verge 
of ruin, and enthroned plutocracy upon 
the ruins of the democracy. The financial 
plank denounces the European control ex- 
ercised over financial affairs, demands the 
free coinage of silver, and the further in- 
crease of the circulating medium according 
to the demands of business. It de- 
nounces th" sale of bonds by the present 
administration, mi'l demands a law pro- 
Uibiling Usues in me future. It demands 
legislation to prohibit discrimination be- 
tween different kinds of money in con- 
tracts; that the government shall pay ob- 
ligations in any kind of lawful money; a 
graduated income tax and postal savings 
[tanks. The land plank declares against 
land monopoly tor speculative purposes, 
and condemns the " Pacific railroad hind 
grant frauds." hired legislation, national, 
state and local, is demanded. The trans- 
portation plank demands government own- 
ership of railroads and of telegraph and 
telephone lines in the interest of the people. 

The Bliverites having appointed a sub- 
committee to revise the platform passed at 
the Washington City convention in Janu- 
ary last, fien. Warner fought hard for the 
endorsation of the Democratic silver plank 
in toto. The platform, however, which 
was Dually adopted by a vote of hi to f>, de- 
clared in favor of a distinctively American 
financial system, unalterable opposition to 
the gold standard, and demanded the im- 
mediate return to the .standard of gold and 
silver on the basis of Hi to 1 and upon terms 
of general equality as they existed prior to 
1873, silver coin' to be a full legal ten- 
der. They are opposed to the issue 
of interest hearing bonds in time 
of peace. Over and above all 
other questions they favor restoring to the 
people of the United States the time- 
honored money of the constitution— gold 
and silver, not one, but both— the money of 
Washington and Hamilton and Jefferson 
and Monroe and Jackson and Lincoln, to 
the end that the American people may re- 
ceive"honest pay for an honest product. 
They therefore confidently appeal to the 
people' of the Tinted State;, to leave in 
abeyance for the moment all other ques- 
tions; to surrender, if need be, all former 
party ties and affiliations, ami unite in one 
supreme effort I" free themselves and their 
children from the domination of the money 
power a power more destructive than any 
which has ever been fastened up, in the 
civilized men of any race or in any age.

Among the ancient Saxons a shilling 
appears at once time to have contained 
only live pennies and it is not improb- 
able that it may have been variable 
among them as among their neighbors, 
the ancient Franks. From the time of 
Charlemagne among the French, and 
from that of William the Conqueror 
among the English, the proportion lie- 
twen the pound, the shilling and the 
penny seems to have been uniformly the 
same as at present, though the value of 
each has been very different, for in every 
country of the world, I believe, the mar- 
ice and injuxtia of princex and sov- 
ereign states abusing the confidence 
of their subjects have by de- 
grees diminished the real quantity 
of metal which bad been originally con- 
tained in their coins. The Roman As 
in the latter ages of the republic was 
reduced to the twenty-fourth part oi its 
original value, and instead of weighing a 
pound came to weigh only half an ounce. 
The English pound and penny contain 
at present about a third only ; the Scots 
pound and penny about a thirty-sixth ; 
and the Fronch pound and penny about 
a sixty-sixth part of their original value. 
By means of those operations, the prin- 
ces and the sovereign states which per- 
formed them were enabled in appearance 
to pay their debts and fulfil their en- 
gagements with a smaller quantity of 
silver than would otherwise have 'been 
requisite. It whb indeed in ap- 
pearance only, for their cred- 
itors were really defrauded of 
a part of what was due them. All 
other debtors in the state were allowed 
the same privilege, and might pay with 
the same nominal sum of the new and 
debased coin whatever they had hoi- 
rowed in the old. Such orierations, there- 
fore, have proved favorable to the debtor 
and ruinous to the creditor, and have 
sometimes produced a greater and a more 
Universal revolution in the fortune* of pri- 
vate person-' than could have been occa- 
sioned by a i'ery great public calamity.

Senator Mclnnes Finds It Hard to 
Get Recognition for British 
Columbia. 



lias Published a Bill of Rights

Toronto, duly 21.— (Special)— The 
Mail and Empire's Ottawa correspond- 
ent, says: "Senator Mclnnes and Joe 
Martin were on hand to meet Mr. 
Laurie r when he arrived on Tuesday. 
Senator Mclnnes demands that there 
hall be two representatives from West- 
rn Canada in the cabinet. The follow- 
ing is the ultimatum which the worthy 
onator has issued through the press: 
" Our province must have representa- 
tion; its interests are fully worthy of it, 
and the feeling of the province is that 
we must have somehodv in the min- 
istry who understands Western af- 
fairs, as on the Pacific coast the 
conditions are the opposite of what 
are found in the East. Then I say 
have the right to a Beat in the cab- 
inet. I base my statement on the very 
best grounds. We have an area larger 
than the Eastern Maritime Provinces 
put together. Our output of cold and 
silver alone lor this year will reach 
twelve millions of dollars. Our coal is 
better than is to be found anywhere else 
on the continent." 

The correspondent adds: Two port- 
folios are therefore what Senator Mc- 
nnes and Mr. Martin now expect on be- 
half of Western Canada. The demand 
that British Columbia and Manitoba 
iball each be represented is being en- 
lorsed and pressed, not only by 
the interested aspirants. but by 
party leaders. But Mr. Laurier has 
mimitted the blunder of using up all 
bis cloth before completing Ida suit. 
There is only one vacancy, that of the 
interior. It, is proposed to subdivide 
that by making a department of 
Indian Affairs. But this cannot be done 
in advance of legislation.

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Chief Justice Restrains the City 
From Building the Pile Struc- 
ture Across the Arm. 



It Is Unlawful us Xo Permission 
Was Obtained From the Do- 
minion Government. 



Chief Justice Davit) yesterday grunted 
the injunction applied for on behalf of 
the Attorney-General of Canada restrain- 
ing the city from continuing the build- 
ing of the pile bridge across the arm. 
The application was made in the cham- 
ber court yesterday afternoon by Mr. E. 
V. Bod well on behalf of the Attorney- 
General of Canada while Mr. W. J. 
Taylor and Mr. C. Dubois Mason were 
present on behalf of the city. The 
Mayor and Aid. Tiarks were among those 
who watched the proceedings. 

A preliminary objection was taken by 
Mr. Taylor for the city to the effect that 
it was not shown by the affidavits that 
the Governor- General-in-Council ap- 
proved or disapproved of the bridge 
under construction, and there should be 
something to show that the Attorney- 
General had taken this action with the 
approval of the Governor-General-in- 
Council. 

The court replied that he did not 
think that the attorney general needed 
to wait for the passing of an order-in- 
council before taking action. 

Mr. Bod well, in support of the appli- 
cation for the injunction, read the affi- 
davit of Mr. K. C. Gamble, resident Do- 
minion engineer, which was referred to 
yesterday. It pointed out that no ap- 
plication had been made to the governor- 
general-in-council for permission to build 
the bridge, and maintained that the 
structure now iu course of construction 
was a new bridge and not, as alleged in 
the mayor's letter to Mr. Gamble, the 
rebuilding of the pile bridge in existence 
in 1882. 

An affidavit from D. F. Adams, whose 
saw mil! is above the bridge, stated that 
the new bridge would interfere with the 
towing of booms up the Arm owing to 
the position of the piles. 

Among other affidavits was one from 
Capt. Devereux saying that the present 
plan of one span of 70 feet and all the* 
others of 20 feet was a greater impedi- 
ment to navigation when there was a 
crowd of small craft than the old pile 
bridge, which had spans of 45 feet. 
Seventy feet, he considered, was not a 
Buflicient width for taking booms of logs 
through. 

Mr. \V. S. Gore, deputy commissioner 
of lauds and works, was then called 
produce the plana of the old pile brid 
existing in 1882. The bridge had, he 
Baid. been used for false work during the 
erection of the bridge in 1885 and was 
then torn down. The original pile bridge 
of 18S2 had uniform spans of -15 feet and 
a height above the water of 11 feet; 
the one now building had one TO 
foot span and all the other 
Bpans were 20 feet; the height above the 
water was 10 feet. lie was not prepared 
to say whether or not the bridge now 
building was a greater impediment to 
navigation than the original pile bridg 

Mr. F. C, Gamble, resident Dominion 
engineer, produced plans of the various 
bridges erected. The Point Ellice brid_ 
that collapsed was not exactly in the 
same position as the bridge of 1882 and 
the present pile bridge lay to the south 
of botli of them. When there was a 
crowd of small craft he believed that the 
bridge now building would be a greater 
impediment to navigation than the orig- 
inal pile bridge, as it contracted the 
waterway everywhere except where 
there was the 70 foot span. 

Mr. Bodwell contented himself with 
calling attention to the sections of C. 02 
Revised .Statutes of Canada, 1886, which 
provides that no bridge, boom, darn or 
aborteau shall lie constructed so as 
to interfere wit li navigation unless the 
site is approved of by the Governor-in- 
Council, the provisions, however, not, 
affecting any bridge constructed before 
the 17th nay of May, 1882, " which 
hereafter requires to be rebuilt or re- 
placed, if such bridge when so rebuilt 
or repaired does not interfere to a 
greater extent with navigation than on 
said day or theretofore." Tills last pro- 
vision did not contemplate, Mr. Bodwell 
argued, a bridge that had. passed out of 
existence as the bridge of 1SS2 had. 

Mr. W. J. Taylor, for the city, argued 
that to all intents and purposes the 
bridge under discussion was practically 
on the same site as the bridge of 1882, as 
a few feet one way or the other did not 
signify. The present bridge was simply 
the rebuilding of the old one, and there- 
fore the city wore distinctly within their 
rights to go ahead with the structure 
without asking the approval of the gov- 
ernment, so long as tiie bridge did not 
interfere with navigation more than the 
old bridge had done. In fact tho new 
bridge gave less impediments than the 
old one. 

The Chief Justice, in delivering his 
decision, said : "As [have no doubt in 
this case, which iB one of urgency — and 
it may be desired to take the matter to 
the court of appeal — there is no reason 
why I should delay my judgment. To 
my mind this is a very clear case. Un- 
der the B.N. A. act laws relating to navi- 
gation and shipping belong to the fed- 
eral parliament, which by R.S.C., cap. 
92, sec. 2, has enacted that: ' Xo bridge, 
boom, dam or aboiteau shall be con- 
structed so as to interfere with naviga- 
tion unless ttie site thereof has been ap- 
proved by the Governor- in-Counci I, 
and unless such boom, dam or aboi- 
teau is built and maintained in 
accordance with plans approved by the 
Governor-in-Counei.l' The corporation 
are building a bridge which admittedly 
interferes with navigation, but. they rely 
upon section 4, which enacts that 'sec- 
tion 2 shall not affect any bridge con- 
structed before the 17th May, 1882, 
which hereafter requires to be rebuilt, 
or repaired, if such bridge, when so 
rebuilt or repaired, does not interfere to a 
greater extent witli navigation than on 
the said dny, or theretofore,' and the 
corporation say (as is the tact) that two 
bridges were erected at or near the site 
of the now proposed bridge, one a Ions 
time before May 17, 1K82, and the other 
in 1885 or 1880, and the corporation 
further say that they are now building 
a bridge which will not interfere with 
navigation more than did the 1882 
bridge. I am by no means satisfied 
With tho latter contention. 



old bridge which existed prior 
to 1882 was supported on twelve 
rows of piles, each row being 
driven 45 feet apart from centre to 
centre. The bridge now proposed to be 
built is to he upon piles also, but the 
spans with the exception of one are to 
be 20 feet apart, only. It is true that 
one of the spans is to bo 70 feet, and 
that some crate iiiight get through the 
70 foot span which unit Id not have passed 
between the old 45 foot rows. It would 
depend upon the conditions of shipping 
from time to time whether the old or the 
new bridge constituted the greater im- 
pediment; but that is not the question. 
It would not, I take it, be competent for 
the corporation to remove one species of 
impediment mid substitute fcr it an- 
other. But, however that may he, I am 
satisfied that the 18S2 bridge has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the case. That 
bridge ceased to exist ten years ago 
or more when it was pulled down, 
and the Point Ellico bridge, which has 
recently collapsed, substituted. This 
last bridge had two Whipple truss spans 
of 150 feet each and two Pratt truss 
spans of 120 feet each, and it is not de- 
nied that the present structure is a far 
greater impediment to navigation than 
that bridge was. The corporation are 
not rebuilding or repairing the 1882 
bridge — that has long since passed out 
of existence. What they are concerned 
with is the 1885 bridge, and as it is ad- 
mitted that the proposed bridge will in- 
terfere with navigation more than the 
1885 bridge did, and as no permission of 
the government for its construction has 
been obtained, nor plans submitted, it 
follows that its construction is unlawful 
and must be restrained. There will, 
therefore, be an injunction until the 
hearing against proceeding with the pro- 
posed bridge." 

Mr. Bodwell—" Does Your Lordship 
make any order as to costs'.' " 

The Court — " No, nothing further than 
that the costs be costs in the cause."

Mr. McPhillips, of the firm of McPhil- 
lipe, Wootton & Barnard, solicitors for 
tho Consolidated Railway Company, was 
seen by a representative of the Colonist 
yesterday and asked as to the position of 
matters regarding the bridges and the 
use of them by the Consolidated Kail- 
way Company. Ho was glad, he said, 
of the opportunity to place the true posi- 
tion of affairs before the public, as it had 
been stated quite frequently of late that 
the company had demanded too much 
from the city. 

"This is not the case," ho continued. 
" The agreement binding the city pro- 
vides that the company is to have the 
uhc of the bridges, and it, is agreed that 
the lines of the company are to bo oper- 
ated over them. The company has not 
abandoned this position at all. hut atill 
maintains it : however, negotiations 
were opened with the council, all with- 
out prejudice, for a speedy temporary 
settlement of tho situation, rather than 
litigation, the result being that a settle- 
ment was arrived at — to be without- pre- 
judice to the city's or company's legal 
position. It. is. however, Bought to be 
made out that the company made de- 
mands that it wits not entitled to make 
and that the council had in some way 
demonstrated this. 

" Such is not the case, the company 
contends and rightly so that the bridges 
are open to its use and must be fit for its 
use. It might be well to quote section 
22 of the agreement with tho city, which 
reads : 

"'22. The cars shall run over the 
whole of the streets mentioned in the 
Bchednle hereto on which the said tracks 
are laid at least fifteen hours in summer 
and fifteen hours in winter on each day, 
and at intervals of not more than thirty 
minutes.' 

"Turning to the schedule is found 
' Rock Bay bridge to Work street,' and 
'Government street and James Bay 
bridge.' It is evident, therefore, that 
the company have the right to use the 
bridges, and it follows as of course that 
the bridges are to be fit and proper for 
use by the company, with the like rights 
and incidents that obtain in regard to 
the streets. To say that the company 
made unreasonable demands is to say 
What it unfair." 

Mr. McPhillips went on to say that 
throughout the negotiations with His 
Worship the Mayor and the boar ' 
of aldermen the company met 
with the utmost courtesy, and 
it was well understood that 
in the terms of settlement the legal 
rights of both the city and the company 
were to remain unaffected. The com- 
pany, being anxious to resume its opera- 
tions iib before, was willing to make some 
outlay, and the council appreciated the 
position and, considerinu the interests 
of the public, an amicable and speedy 
interim settlement was come to. 

With reference to Point Ellice bridge, 
that structure waa not within the city 
boundaries when the agreement referred 
towns entered into, yet the company 
had the power by statute to use any 
bridge between the city and Esquimalt, 
and in 1804 the agreement with the city 
was confirmed by statute, and section 
33 thereof in part reads : 

"That the parties of the second part 
(the Consolidated Railway Company are 
now in the position of parties of tho sec 
ond part) "in addition to tho powers 
hereinbefore expressed, may lay, con 
struct and operate a single line of street 
railway over and along any bridge in the 
said city; the tracks of such railway on 
any bridge to be laid flush with the 
flooring of the same." 

It is therefore seen that the company, 
notwithstanding the strong legal position 
it has, is willingto pay 75 percent, of th 
cost of a bridge at Point Ellice, for 
which it is to be commended rather than 
abused. 

L r pon being asked the question, 
" What what will now be done if the 
Dominion government prevent the build- 
ing of a bridge at Point Ellice?" Mr. 
McPhillips replied : 

" Well, with reference to that I may 
Bay that if the newspaper files are turned 
to, it will be seen that sometime before 
thecouncil decided to build a pile bridge, 
my firm drew attention to the fact that 
the Dominion government's assent was 
necessary, hut the council seem to have 
acted in disregard of the suggestion 
made. No doubt the Mayor and council 
have their reasons for so acting, but I 
think it would have been better, how 
ever, to have the plans submitted to the 
proper department at Ottawa. The 
question between the city and the Dom 
inion government now being before the 
court, it is not open to me to discuss the 
matter. 1 ' 

Mr. McPhillips in concluding his re- 
marks said : 

"1 consider that the Mayor and board 
of aldermen brought care anil attention 
to the consideration of the bridge ques- 
tion, and whilst I think there was un- 
necessary delay, it was perhaps unavoid 
able, and all the negotiations were frank 
and fair, and the council evinced the 
desire to conserve the interests of the 
public, and t.'ie company to expedite 
matters made concessions it was not 
bound to make, but in no way abandoned 
its legal rights, that is, that the city is 
bound to permit the company to use all 
bridges mid maintain the same for the 
use of the company, save in so far aa is 
set forth in the agreement with the 
city."

POPULISTS AND SILYERLTES. 

Endeavors of the Silver Men to Shape the 
Sister Convention, 

St. Louis, July 28.— The Populist and 
Silver conventions were launched yes- 
terday, but neither made much head- 
way. The programme of the Silver con- 
vention included simply the adoption of 
a 16 to 1 platform and the nomination of 
Bryan and Sewall, but those in charge 
of it deemed it good policy to go slowly, 
in the belief that they might, by remain- 
ing in session, be able to exercise an in- 
fluence in shaping things in the Populist 
convention.

The first session of the Populist conven- 
tion was a disappointment to those 
who anticipated a relent less, bitter war 
from the drop of the gavel. There was 
no wildcat lighting, ami the galleries, 
which hold 12.0UU people, were prac- 
tically an empty waste.

TACOMA'S BALLOT ROBBERY. 

The Myslejy Deepens— Did Commissioner 
Bohcrty Know What Was Going On? 

Tacoma, July 24. — (Special)— The 
mystery deepens around the crime com- 
mitted at the city hall between Friday 
and Tuesday nigh Is, by which the vault 
in the council chamber was tunneled 
and the ballots contained in four boxes 
were stolen.

In a little pamphlet which be has just 
issued Dr. J. U. Adams, L.D.S., of 
Toronto, has pointed out the great 
dangers which exist from the mingling 
of children in large masses, some of 
whom have diseases of the month, and 
someof the statistics gathered by him arc 
Btartling, showing, as they do, the im- 
mense proportions of school children 
whose teeth are in various stages of 
decay, and in whose mouths diseases of 
different kinds are making rapid and 
fatal progress. He points out that it is 
nothing short of a crime to compel teach- 
ers and children who take good care of 
their teeth to sit in the same room 
with such children, and he instances 
the common drinking cup in the 
school yard as a frequent cause of 
infection. He insists that the proper 
care of the teeth and mouth is the great- 
est possible prevention to contagion, and 
would also have a most beneficial effect 
upon the quality of t he air in the school- 
room. His appeal is a strong one, and 
its sincerity is borne out by the work he 
himself has done in the last twenty- 
five years. He wants the establishment 
of dental hospitals for the poor, and the 
appointment of a dental health in- 
spector, believing that by such means a 
reform would be effected which would 
have a wide influence not only upon the 
comfort of thousands who are now suf- 
fering, but upon the general health of 
the community at large. 

The object of Dr. Adams has been to 
institute a movement for the proper 
care and examination of the teeth 
of school children. lie would like 
to see in each municipality a den- 
tal instructor appointed, by whom 
each child would be examined 
twice u year. In caseB where atten- 
tion was shown to be necessary the 
patient could go to the family physician 
or dentist, or could, in the case of poor 
people, be treated free at a dental hos- 
pital, one of which Dr. Adams urges 
should be established in each 
city. These hospitals would not 
be intended as money-making institu- 
tions, and would in no way inter- 
fere with the practice of members of 
the dental profession ; but it is hoped 
that by the levying of a small charge 
upon those who could afford it they 
might be made self-sustaining. In 
municipalities where the establishment 
of a dental hospital is an impossibility, 
the inspector would be greatly assisted 
by the dentists, who, Dr. Adams be- 
lieves, would do all in their power to 
help on the work.
